Later.-—He telegraphed again as fol- 


lows : Our troops after being driven back 
to Boydtown plank road, rallind and drove 
the enemy in turn and took. White Oak 
road which we now have. Tliia gives us 
the ground occupied by the enemy this 
morning. 1 will send you the rebel flags 
captured by ourtroopa'ia driving the ene- 
my back. ' There have been four flags cap- 
tured to-day. 


Judging by the points from which Grant 


telegraphs I infer that he moved his head- 
quarters about one mile since he sent the 
first of tho two dispatches.

FROM GRANT'S ARMY. 


Headquarters Army of the Potomac, 


March 29.—The route taken by a portion 
of this army is the same over which it has 
traveled several times heretofore, namely: 
the Vaughn and Halifax Roads, running 
southwest, across Hatcher's Run. The 
column started at 3 o'clock, this marning. 
A large cavalry force under Gen. Sheridan 
took the Halifax road towtrda Dinwiddie 
Court House. The infantry column cross- 
ed Hatcher's Run, on the'Vaughn road, 
but met with no opposition until they 
reached within a short aistance of the 
Boydtown plank road, where the enemy's 
pickets were found and driven baci. Grif- 
fin's division was sent up the Quaker 
road. 


At about three o'clock in, the afternoon, 


a division of the enemy made its appear- 
ance, and not knowing the strength of our 
force, formed in line and charged; but the 
rebels were repulsed witt heavy loss. A 
number of prisoners wete taken and bro't 
in. They said the move had been a com- 
plete surprise to them, as they expected 
an attack in the vicinity of Fort Stead- 
man, and .their troops had been massed 
there te meet it. 


It is believed' the rebels were hurrying 


men toward the South Side Railroad all 
the afternoon, in the hope of being able to 
prevent its destruction, but great confi- 
dence was felt that Sheridan would be a 
little ahead, and that by the next night 
we would have -news of its destruction at 
some point near Burksville. If this should 
be. accomplished, it 
iu claimed that 


the evacuation of Petersburg and Rich- 
mond must follow.

Parising about 
three quarters of a mile beyond "this the 
head of the enemy's line was found posted 
upon the edge of a thick pine •wood belting 
or clearing. Here a sudden and heavy 
fire was opened upon our skirmish line 
and it was driven back upon the line form- 
ed of the first brigade -first divifion which 
at first fell back, but on being supported 
by the 2d brigade rallied and drove back 
the enemy with some loss in prisoners. In 
the meantime Gen. Warren drew up the 
rest of.the 1st and 3d divisions ot the 5th 
corps in line in order to support the attack. 
After an action of about three-quarters of 
aUjhour the enemy retreated in haste, 
leaving most of his dead nnd wounded on 
the field. The 5th corps now lies on the 
ground won.

Bui 
these prices do not include the whole cos' 
by any means. The man who gets a wel 
sunk by hand, one hundred feet for two 
hundred dollar*, has to furnish all the fix 
tures and boring tools, which, for a wel 
of that drpUi, cost, at least, three hundre< 
dollars. 
So, also, when u well is sunl 


by an engine, the cost of that and of the 
additional tools fur the greater depth 
lia.s to be burno by the person who ha 
the boring done. Nor is this all, unless th.. 
well is sunk through very firm clay, or en 
tirely through rock.' Very often, after pass 
ing through a stratum of rock, the drill pen 
etratcs a thick layer of earth, which, afte 
being saturated by the water which is al 
ways standing in the wells, caves, and ei 
ther fastens the tools, or causes inucl 
rouble otherwise. To guard against thi 
trouble, .tubing has to be used. : Thi 
costs more or ICSH according to the Biz 
and i|iiality—the " more " being as hig 
•is two dollars a foot and the "less"— 
tubing of thin, stove-pipe iron—abou 
twenty-five cents.
